Yesterday President Hoover cele- 


brated his 57th birthday. Everybody 
in the country wishes him many 


• happy returns with less bactc-break- 


ing responsibility and worry, great- 
er appreciation on the part of those 
to whose service he 
devotes his 


time and energy. 


Fortunately, he is an unusually 


strong man, as he needs to be, with 
the load that he inherited from his 
fortunate predecessor, Calvin Cool- 
idge. 


It is one thing to inherit a mag- 


nificent structure of prosperity, an- 
other to have it 
tumble around 


your ears the moment you eater 
the white house, and by no act of 
your own. 
However, President Hoover was 


brought up In the school of hard 
knocks. He will find his -way -out. 


News from the Hoover dam strike 


will attract the close attention of 
President Hoover, the real "boss of 
the works." He will want to know 
whether contractors that bid in 
competition -with other contractors, 
assuming that the old high wage 
rates would prevail, are now taking 
advantage of the depression to cut 
wages. 


They refuse a request for $5 a 


day coming from men that work in 
temperatures as high as 119, and 
demand that carpenters work for 
less than $6 a day. They will hear 
something energetic from -the pres- 
ident of the United States, through 
whom they get their money. 


Bidding on a contract, before de- 


pression, on a basis that would al- 
low a profit of so many miliioas, 
and carrying out that contract now 
in the depression, squeezing labor 
to get a few more milllions of 
profit, will not appeal to the presi- 
dent. All -wage questions involved 
should be submitted to arbitration, 
with the president in control of it. 


President Hoover will want to 


know particularly about the off- 
hand discharge of 700 men that 
had used'their last dollar to go to 
•work on the dam and project and 
will remind somebody that human 
Me' and nope, and a workingman's 
demand for justice, are at least as 
important as contractors' profits. 


"Whenever it rains, it pours, no 


matter what the fcind of rain. If 
one price drops, another drops. A 
revolt breaks out in South Ameri- 
can countries, then one must be 
quelled in Havana, fortunately with 
very few killed. 
Stalin, in Russia, is discovering 
that human nature is human na- 
ture, even when you baptise it with 
Karl Marx theories.

Committee of Citizens Threatens to 


Bring- Court Action Against 


City Council. 


The city council was threatened 


with court actions twice. Monday. 
The first time was by representa- 
tives of residents in the vicinity of 
Twenty-eighth and Apple streets, 
who are fighting1 the application 
of the Missouri Pacific railroad for 
a 150-foot extension of the indus- 
trial zoning classification at Twen-

In the case of the zoning fight 


the council indicated following the 
threats, which were repeated sev- 
eral times, that'the recommenda- 
tion of the zoning board of ap- 
peals to grant the request, would 
be approved. After a short discus- 
cussion wilh his colleagues, Mayor 
Zehrung asked an official of the 
railroad company, and A: J. Yost. 
who represented the Peoples Coal 
Co., the beneficiary of the zoninK. 
to file with the council detailed 


plans of the improvements that are 
to be made under a rectification. 
j w. McReynolds represented 


Jesse E. Bowers. 924 Furnas street, 
the Belmont damage claimant, and 
made a plea that the $1.000 asked, 
be allowed. While making the pica 
he threatened court action if ti was 
denied. 
Almost immediately tho 


council approved a motion by John 
Wricht, denying the claim and ac- 
ccptine a recommendation of tlis 
city attorney that it be not granted.

This year the wheat marketed by 
the farmers up to this time has 
been all but negligible. Hastings 
gram men estimate that as much as 
75 to 80 per cent of the uheat 
raised in this territory is still in the 
hands of the farmers. The records 
of railroad car loadings bear out the 
estimate. 


A canvass made at Hastings to- 


day, 
covering fourteen prominent 


•wheat shipping points in this ter- 
ritory, revealed that -whereas in 
IS3G a total of 353 cars 01 wheat 
had been shipped on the corre- 
sponding date, these points this year 
have shipped only 87 cars. These 
are official figures, obtained from 
official sources.

THE PROPHET .MOSES. 


"Well may republican leaders in the nation rumple 


their hair and toss their hands in the air when they 
read a statement attributed to United States senator 
Ceorge H. Moses of New Hampshire. Mr. Moses is by 
self-appointment and unbridled ambition the spokes- 
man and oracle of the party. Before he permitted 
his talent for mischief to get the better of him, h 
commanded a prominent frontline position in th 
Hoover campaign in 1928, and on second serious, sobe 
thought was restored to a less strategic role wit: 
ample decorations and gold braid. 


How Mr. Hoover and those surrounding the presi 


dent, and 
naturally 
anxious the 
administration 


should appear in the best possible light before th' 
country, must love this strange figure who descended 


in some cases two'or three years' time Is taken for 
an appenl to be heard and decided, while the con- 
victed felon enjoys hi* liberty, the agencies of law 
enforcement would be able to function much more 
efficiently than they do. 


Surely the Wickcrsham commission has not taken 


full cognisance of these things when it goes out of 
its way to complain about "trials following so closely 
upon arrest as to leave the accused no time for de- 
fense." 
- 


If the commission means by this that too many 


trivial offenders are railroaded into jail without ade- 
quate opportunity to defend themselves, it should 
say so. Such may be the situation in some of the 
larger cities. But the commission ought to differen- 
tiate clearly between misdemeanor cases and high 
crimes against society, when it undertakes to general- 
ize on the question. 


The average citizen will get the impression from 


this phase of its report that the Wickersham group 
is afflicted with that old time lawyers' malady of 
"better that 1,000 guilty persons should go free than 
that one Innocent should suffer." 


Nobody, of course, wants to convict an innocent 


man or woman; but the best interests of the Ameri- 
can people demand that something be done that will 
speed up the machinery of justice in dealing with 
those who habitually violate the law and show no 
hesitation irr robbing"and killing their fellow human 
beings.

It was this same Moses, seeking to lead his people 


from oat of the wilderness, who in rebuking western 
republican insurgents, spoke of them as "sons of wild 
jackasses." Of course they liked that. It was a 
badge of affection, of companionabiyty, and of con- 
fidence which he pinned upon them.

Per- 
haps he had the votes to carry out his threat and 
perhaps he didn't but it begins to appear Mr. Moses 
is of the opinion that neither he nor his friends are 
going anyplace in particular.

stalwart republican prophet gives out the word both 
states will be in the democratic column in 1932.

The traditions which held for sixty years 
are likely to be radically and permanently smashed. 
Economic necessity seems certain to bring about 
changes which will definitely affect the two major 
parties for years to come. And that is what the 
Prophet Moses is endeavoring to tell his brethren 
•with all of the force at his command. 


OMAHA TO THE RESCUE. 


Nebraska's big town on the river rather belatedly 


is becoming aroused about the well-known gangster 
menace. The shooting early Sunday morning of 
Charles Hutter, one-time sheriff of Sarpy county, is 
the incident which has jolted self—satisfied Oma- 
hans into the realization that they had better give 
some attention to problems at home and let Chicago 
struggle along without advice for a while. 


"I express the real sentiment of Omaha when I say 


that gang warfare shall not be permitted to obtain 
a foothold in this city," declares the justly-popular 
Mayor Metcalfe. 


However The World-Herald states that "within a 


period of 18 months there have occurred nearly a 
dozen attempts at murder, one of them resulting in 
the death of Gene Livingstone, each one of which 
bore the unmistakable earmarks of gang warfare." 


This would indicate that Mayor Metcalfe's state- 


ment representing as it does a real devotion to his 
duty—comes after there have been a dozen attempts 
at murder over 18 months. The problem of the pack- 
ing house town unfortunately is to wipe out the gangs 
and stop the gang warfare, which is considerably 
more difficult than that of preventing racketeering 
obtaining a foothold. 


The World-Herald seems prepared to lead the war 


for eradication of rackets. Editorially, it says, "There 
must be war to the death, and literally that, on gang- " 
sters and gang lawlessness in Omaha. The time to 
start that warfare is now, before, by immunity, 
gangdom is encouraged to even bolder and more 
menacing crime." 
• Those fighting words probably reflect the senti- 
ment of Omaha officials and most of the citizens. 
But somehow or other the rest of the state is re- 
minded of how different was the reaction in Omaha 
only a few months ago at the time of the ill-advised 
Dan Harding report.

No Water Flowing 


Down Platte River 


Fearing That Lake Kearney Will 


Go Dry Power Company De- 


pends on Well for Supply. 


(Special to the Srar.) 
KEARNEY, Neb.. Aug. 11—The 


Central Power company of this city 
has a first priority right to water 
flowing down the Platte for conver- 
sion into its canal, to be used for 
irrigation 
and 
power 
purposes. 
That right has not been relinquished 
neither has it been of any great 
value in recent years, because of the 
failure to releaese waters impound- 
ed in the Pathfinder dam. This year 
even 
Pathfinder reservoir threat- 
ens to go dry; the river here exposed 
its dry bed early in June and all 
smaller bodies of water and creeks 
are dried up. consequently the pow- 
er company has been operating on 
steam, irrigators have little water 
and fish have died by the scores of 
thousands. 


Today work is starting on 
the 
construction of a spray pond at the 
power plant. Water will be obtained 
from a well, will be used to cool the 
engines of the plant, then pumped 
back into the pond. The river sup- 
ply will not even be depende4 upon

GERMANY HONORS 
BIRTH OF REPUBLIC 


Twelfth Anniversary of Founding 


Of New Government Celebrated 


With Official Festivities. 


BERLIN, Aug. 
11—(IP)—Celebra- 


tion of Constitution day reached its 
climax at noon today with addresses 
by Chancellor Bruening and Vice 
Chancellor Dietrich on the signific- 
ance of his twelfth anniversary of 
the adoption of the republican con- 
stitution. 


In the presence of President Von 
Hindenburg, members of the cab- 
inet and of the diplomatic corps, in- 
cluding United States Ambassador 
Frederic M. 
Sackett, 
Chancellor 
Bruening called upon all Germans 
to join in a three-fold "hoch" for 
the republic. 
"This day like a Memorial day te 
one on which all party passions— 
subside—the day belongs to the en- 
tire German People" he said. 


• The chancellor like mosi of the 
participants wore a Prince Albert 
and on which was pinned the iron 
cross he won in the World war. Or- 
dinarily he does not wear his dec- 
oration and its appearance 
today 
was taken to indicate he wanted to 
show the nationalist opposition that 
he too served on the battlefield. 
The. chancellor concluded with a 
plea that all elements in Germany 
desiring to upbuild the natioij join 
together to overcome -Hie present 
difficulties.

JAPAN TYPHOON 
TAKES BIG TOLL; 
VOLCANO ERUPTS 


Five Known Dead, Many 
Injured, Thousands of 


Buidings Razed. 


TOKYO. Aug. 11—M>-Japan suf- 


fered greatly from the elements to- 
day and yesterday. There were five 
known dead, scores injured thou- 
sands of 
buildings destroyed 
or 
damaged and many fishing 
boats 
missing. 


The known deaths and 
damage 


resulted from a typhoon that swept 
the islands of Miyako and Ishigaki 
in the Loo Choos. south of Japan. 
Two eruptions of the volcano Asama 
near Karuizawa. showered the sur- 
rounding country with ashes and 
small stones. 


Citizens ran into the streets at 
Hamamatsu, Shizuoka 
prefecture, 


about 100 miles southwest of Tokyo, 
when an earthquake shook the city 
shortly before midnight. The town 
was in darkness for hours, but no 
damage was done other than the 
breaking of electric lines. 
The quake also wes felt at Yoko- 


hama, only a few miles from Tokyo, 
and at Osaka, Nagoye, Atami and 
Shimizu. 


Authorities estimated 2,000 build- 
ings were destroyed and 3.000 homes 
damaged by the typhoon on Miyako 
island. 


At Ishigaki hundreds of houses 


were destroyed or damaged and 
eight motor fishing vessels sank. 
No deaths were reported from Ish- 
igaki.

Brooklyn Ball Fans 
Pan Leader of Club; 
DemandingNewPilot

NEW YORK, Aug. 11—Uncle Wilbert Robinson, at 67 


one of the grand old men of the national pastime, is being 
put on the spot today as the Brooklyn Nationals'open their 
last home stand of the season against the western clubs. 


The scalp of the picturesque pilot is being sought by 


many fans, one faction of the club's owners and a couple of 
metropolitan sporting editors, disappointed at the team's 
collapse despite rosy pre-ssason pennant prospects. 


Critics File Indictments. 


Some of the indictments againsl 
Robby are that he has used poor 
judgment in nominating starting 
pitchers, favored poor hurlers over 
better ones, yanked his boxmen 
from the game too quickly, jugglec 
his lineup too frequently and sent 
valuable players to other clubs. 
Robinson, 50 years in baseball, 
has managed the Brooklyns every 
year since 1915. 
Last week a Boston scribe took 
it upon himself to announce that 
Robby would be through after the 
present 
season. 
Uncle 
Wilbert 
fighting mad, declared he had no 
intention of retiring. 


If Robby can lift his club to sec- 


ond place during the next 27 games, 
Brooklyn fandorn. will be appeased. 
But otherwise it appears that the 
McKeever faction of the club will 
be able to oust the rotund pilot this 
fall when his contract expires.

'' Here are some of the counts on 
which Robinson has been criticised: 
- • 1—The pitchers were* not handled 
•wisely during the last western trip. 
2—Although Babe Phelps 
has

•out of 23 starts, being shelled off 
the mound more frequently than 
any other hurler in the majors, 
Robinson continues to nominate 
him to start a game every few days. 
• 3—Fred Heimach, one 
of 
the 
club's best pitchers, was allowed to 
start only four games up to July 
25, the remainder of his time being 
,wasted on the bench or in relief 
roles. Yet on other occasions, in- 
cluding last Sunday's game, when 
he was pitched out of turn, he has 
been started with only two-or three 
days' rest. 
4—Robinson has experimented too 
ihuch with combinations 
around 
the vital second base sector. 
Front Office Involved. 
Other criticisms have been made. 
While uncle Wilbert has made poor 
moves, some undoubtedly were dic- 
tated by the front office. President 
Frank York, for instance, 'has been 
given the credit for negotiating 
player deals which proved advan- 
tageous to Brooklyn. In that case, 
he should take the blame for deals 
which turned out to be less for- 
tunate.

Low Prices are Leading 


To Wide Storage 


Of Grain. 


Reduced Amounts Arriv-

Show Tendency. 


WASHINGTON, Aup. 11— (fp) — 


With wheat prices dragging on the 
market's lowest level farmers are 
finding it an economic convenience 
to use it as a livestock and poultry 
feed in the place of the more cost- 
ly corn and mixed rations. 
The agriculture department and 


farm board have no estimates of the 
amount of wheat which will be fed 
this year, but it probably will ex- 
ceed the -estimate of 
182,000,000 
bushels made last year. 
Both of these federal 
agencies 
have advised feeding as a means of 
absorbing a part of the 1931 bumper 
crop surplus, which is adding to the 
already large supply in existence. 
Farmers, in accepting this advice, 
are guided by relative prices of the 
•wheat and corn. Now corn brings a 
higher market price than wheat. 


A short corn crop a year ago was 
an incentive for increased wheat 
feeding. On November 15 the de- 
partment's crop reporting 
board 


made a special survey at the re- 
quest Df Secretary Hyde and esti- 
mated 182.000,000 bushels would be 
fed during the winter. Whether this 
figure was a true estimate will not 
be determined for 'several weeks 
when the crop reporting board is- 
sues its annual account of the crop's 
disposition. 
Some doubt, however,

of the relatively light winter which 
allowed livestock to feed on winter 
pastures. 
That farmers are feeding and al- 
so storing their wheat crops to ease 
the burden on current market is ap- 
parent in the reduced carload totals 
arriving at terminals as compared 
with average years.
